Informal Five Could Form Nucleus 
For University Basketball Squad’s 
Re-entry into Southern Conference

• THE UNIVERSITY SPORTS SITUATION has reached a position 
where a return to varsity sports would leave us with little to lose 
and everything to gain. The time is ripe for the University to 
jump the gun on all District schools, and show them that there 
is still competitive spirit here and that the University can return 
to the dominating spot it has held in the local sports world with 
no qualms about success or failure. 

Football will, of course, have to wait Until next year, but it 
is not too late to have a varsity basketball team and not too late 
to have a good one. 

Much credit goes to the University "Informals” for that. Last 
year, the student team, under private sponsorship, entered District 
court competition; and against some of the top teams in the Dis- 
trict area, both service and amateur teams, they emerged with a 
season record of 24 games won and eight lost. Five of those eight 
losses came in the first month of the season. Included in these wins 
was the YMCA Centennial Tournament Championship and the Sec- 
ond Round Heurich League Championship. The two stellar per- 
formers of the team. Barry Kreisberg and Si Wagman, walked off 
with almost every honor the city sports moguls bestowed upon 
amateur players. The team also piled up the longest winning gtr$ak 
in the city. Copping 15 games in a row before sustaining a defeat 

This year the team oflicials rounded up the best material in 
school, and under the supervision of a top-notch coach, whipped it 
into playing shape. Owing to other duties, the coach was unable to 
devote full time to the team, and as a result the full benefits of his 
court knowledge were hard to impart to the young and promising 
freshmen on the ball club. But with the veterans of last year’s team 
he was able to build a quintet which so far has won three games 
out ol four while losing one by a close score. One of these wins 
was over a Gallaudet College team, reputedly its best in history, 
and the (jlfference in the teams was a mere twenty points with the 
“Informals on the long end. 

This surely proves that the material is right here at the school 
and the excuse that there is no varsity material certainly holds no 
water. 

With a coach who could devote full time to a varsity team, 
these boys could be developed Into a team of which the University 
could be proud. And the coach is here and Itching to develop a top- 
flight varsity quintet for the University. That coach is “Otts” Zahn, 
coach of the University's Championship team of 1942, who is at 
present employed by the government here In the district. He is 
ready at any time to take up full coaching chores, and will be able 
to take the promising material available and put out a fine court 
team. 

As far as a schedule goes, the University would have no trouble 
booking a schedule of ten or 15 games even at this late date. Many 
teams have only ten or 12 games scheduled and welcome with open 
arms a game from any college which will offer it one. In addition, 
there are numerous service teams throughout the East wanting 
games, not only as a physical stabilizer for the fighting men, but 
to provide for the servicemen, good entertainment representative 
of American youth. Many high officials have stated that one of the 
biggest morale builders in the armed forces is the thought that, 
even under the mental and physical strain of total war, certain 
American institutions will not succumb. 

As for the student body Itself, the committee feels the peti- 
tion signed by almost two thousand proves without a doubt that 
the students want varsity athletics. The figure is representative of 
a cross-section of the student body which typifles the entire student 
enrollment at the University. Also, most of the signers are day 
students, those who would come and see a varsity team. 

The committee Itself is composed of members of the student 
body who represent large groups of students on campus, such as 
the Interfratemity Council, the Veterans Club, and the Student 
Council, which is the voice of the entire University. 

All that athletics needs is the go-ahead from the University 
administration.

• NINETY out of every hundred! 
deaths that occurred among pilots 
during the last war were attributed 
to “pilot error,’’ Dr. Ludwig G. 
Lederer, Chief of the Medical De- 
partment, Pennsylvania Central 
Airlines told his audience last 
Wednesday, when he spoke on 
“Medicine in Aviation’’ in Room 
1, Hall of Government, at 8:15 p.m. 

“Pilot error,’’ the name given te 
unexplainable deaths of pilots, in- 
cluded any undetermined default 
committeed by a pilot because of a 
physical or nervous reaction. 

After the “dark ages of medi- 
cine,’' in flying, from 1920-26, when 
no one was Interested in investing 
in airplanes Dr. David Myers, on# 
of the earliest to conduct experi- 
ments in the field of medicine In 
aviation, made some of the first 
steps toward analyzing and record- 
ing a pilot’s physical and mental 
reactions under blind flying condi- 
tions, and other diverse conditions. 

Intensified experiments in tha 
1930’s resulted in instituting se- 
vere physical tests for future pilots. 
Other advancements made wera 
new scientific teaching methods 
such as the use of decompressed 
air chambers, and a program of 
oxygen indoctrination. 

Today. Instead of the old “barn- 
storm pilot’’ of the 1920’s, we hava 
the scientifically-trained pilot who 
has been taught to trust the accu- 
racy of a gadget In a plane instead 
of his own human senses. 

Dr. Lederer concluded hit talk 
with the showing of slides which 
illustrated the various techniques 
employed in the present-day train- 
ing of the pilot. Formerly the civil- 
ian pilot training program was in- 
stituted under government aus- 
pices, he said.

a At A MEETING between the 
clialrman of the Intor-CoUcglate 
Athletic Committee and President 
Cloyd Heck Marvin before the holi- 
days. Pjesidenl Marvin stated that 
at the l)pginnlnj' of next semester 
open forums would be held at the 
University in order that all pros 
and cons for the return of sports to 
tite University be aired completely. 

He went on to say that at these 
foiums he and tite Chairman of the 
Board of Trustees would be present 
and that any person wishing to 
state his or her views were invited 
to attend. 

Encouraged by this progressive 
viewpoint, the Chairman of the 
Committee, Mervin Lewis, went 
ahead with committee plans to en- 
list the aid and interest of the 
Alumni officers and University offi- 
cials in bringing back varsity sports 
as soon as possible. 

First contacting Chester W. 
Holmes, newly-elected president o! 
tile Alumni Association, Lewis put 
forth the student views (o him and 
found Mr. Holmes actively inter- 
ested. Mr. Holmes stated lhal he 
was vitally concerned with the ath- 
letic situation at the Unive rsrty. 
and that he wished to hear the Ad- 
ministration’s viewpoint before 
cominc to any conclusions. 

Meeting with John St. Clair 
Brooks, chairman of the Extra'- 
Currlcular Activity Committee of 
the Board of Trustees, a week later, 
Lewis again found that alumni of 
the University are Interested in un- 
dergraduate ideas- which are now 
prevalent and are greatly impressed 
by the spirit shown. Mr. Brooks 
stated that the student points were 
well-taken and that if the condi- 
tions existing were favorable, he 
would very much like to see Buff 
and Blue colors on the held of play 
once more.

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Getting Somewhere 

A. LAST NIGHT WE PARTICIPATED in one of the 
most inspired conferences it has ever been our privi- 
lege to attend. Meeting with the President of the 
University, his advisors on Athletic matters, the Stu- 
dent Council, the Studerft Life Committee and most of 
the student leaders on campus we heard for the first 
time the oflldal viewpoint of the University on the 
problems confronting the Administration In its effort 
to reach a decision whether or not to return to Inter- 
collegiate Basketball. 


Voluntary Censorship 

• EVER SINCE THE FIRST ISSUE, when we carried 
a big spread on the newly-planned University Hospital, 
not a word has appeared in our' columns about this 
highly important addition to the University's plant. 

We feel that this very deliberate policy should be 
explained, and so we offer the following in the hope 
that it serves to clear up some of the mystery which 
has surrounded our actions. 

Shortly after the original announcement, a church 
located within the condemned block, protested vigor- 
ously, and raised the issue of eminent domain. They 
held that the Federal Government could not take prop- 
erty from one public Institution, the church, and sell 
It to another Institution, this University. The issue was 
further muddied with charges of prejudice made by 
the Negro landholders, lack of sufficient time to move 
out. and that this University was engaged In a dia- 
bolical plot to enlarge Its plant at the expense and 
without concern for its neighbors. 

The issue was taken to court, gnd the Govern- 
ment's action was upheld under the authority con- 
tained In the war-time delegation of power made by 
the Congress to the President. 

The issue never should have been that of deciding 
between the needs of the soul versus the needs of the 
mind and body. To our minds it has always been a 
fact that the needs of this dty for additional hospital 
beds and the opportunity to provide an already top- 
ranking Medical School with the much need^ facili- 
ties for research, study and practice superceded any 
argument that it would be difflcult to move the physi- 
cal location of a place of worship. 

However, the Issue received publicity in all of the 
downtown papers, and we felt that our coverage would 
only add coals to an already overheated Are. 

We, therefore, adopted a policy of voluntary cen-

Named Site for 
Six-Story Building

• CONTRACT HAS BEEN signed 
with Tompkins Company, contract 
tors of Washington and New York, 
for the construction of the Uni* 
verslty's new $3,000,000 hospital 
and medical school. Wrecking of 
old buildings on the site is ached* 
uled to begin within the next few 
weeks following the clearance of 
the property by a condemnation 
Jury. Last details of property pur* 
chase and adequate housing ar* 
rangements for former owners 
should be completed by January 29. 

The Federal Works Agency has 
allotted $2,700,000 for property and 
construction of the new hospital, 
which will belong to the Govern- 
ment for five years and will be ad- 
ministered by the Public Buildings 
Administration. The University will 
hold an option for its purchase 
after the flve-yeat period. 

The University will equip and 
furnish the hospital at an esti- 
mated cost of $300,000, and supple- 
ment it by a new $7W,000 medical 
school and a $300,000 nurses’ home. 
The hospital and medical school 
will represent the sixth addition to 
campus buildings under the expan- 
sion program begun by the Uni- 
versity live years ago. 

No dednite time has been set for 
completion of the new institution. 
According to PBA Commissioner 
W. E. Reynolds, lime will depend 
largely on the progress of the war 
and the availability of materials. 

The new medical center will oc- 
cupy the whole square south of 
Pennsylvania Avenue N, W., bor- 
dering Washington Circle, 22nd, 
23rd and 1 Streets. Six stories in 
height, the hospital will have Its 
main entrance on 23rd Street, 
N. W, between Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue and I Street. 

The ambulance entrance will be 
on 23rd and I Streets. There will 
be another back entrance to the 
hospital on 22nd Street, and a 
large parking lot for doctors’ cars 
along 23rd Street. 

Patients’ rooms and wards will 
be located In the center and south- 
ern sections of the building. Along 
the Pennsylvania Avenue front, 
there will be dispensaries on the 
first and second floors, and operat- 
ing suites and services on the 
third and fourth floors. 

Solariums and roof gardens will 
be located on the fourth floor 
fronting Pennsylvania Avenue as 
well as on some other sections. In 
additlbn. facilities will be provided 
for colored patients. 

Architects for the new medical 
center are Waldron Faulkner and 
Slocum Kingsbury, who will be as- 
sisted by the University's architect, 

• Joseph Toomey, and PBA experts 
P. L. Hein, engineer advisor In 
charge of the emergency opera- 
tions unit, and N. P. Thompson, 
architect. 

The University’s School of Med- 
icine. rated today by the American 
Medical Society as a "aasa A” 
medical college, dates back to 1825 
when It was formed under the 
leadership of Dr. Thomas Sewall.

•BASKETBALL PLAYERS art a 
dime-a-dozen— that is the ordinary 
or garden variety kind — but a bas- 
kethall player of Arnold “Reds** 
Auerbach’s high caliber Is very hard 
to find. Not only a great guy on 
the court but even a greater guy in 
every-day life, “Reds” gave his all 
for his "ole alma mater" when he 
starred for the University in the 
1939 and 1940 seasons. 

Starting his cSreer as a ballplay- 
er in his childhood days. Auerbach 
continually strove for perfection In 
all the years he played the hard- 
wood game. This perfection was 
easily apparent to anyone who 
watched him play In a Colonial 
uniform. "Reds" was the set shot 
artist of the squad. From any an- 
gle. from any distance, the red- 
haired boy would shoot and the 
ball would swish through the hoop 
for a pair of markers. 

Fighting for a place on the 1939 
team. "Reds” proved to Bill Rhine- 
heart that he would be a valuable 
acquisition to the team. With r>4 
field goals and 12 foul goals to to- 
^tal 120 points for the season, Auer- 
bach ranked number five among 
the high scorers of the team. But 
It was not for his shooting that 
“Reds" was liked by Rhlneheart. 
His floor play was as close to spot- 
le.ss as was seen In a long time. 
His passing ability was tops and 
his guarding was even belter. 
Against any team with an especial- 
ly dangerous man. "Reds" was pul 
on his trail and Invariably the 
man’s scoring power would be cut 
down. 

As the star of the 1944 team Ar- 
nold was quite naturally the high 
scorer of the club. His 69 goals 
coupled with 24 free throws gave 
him the lead With a total of 162 
markers, and won him an honor- 
able mention on the "All-District 
Team."
